A Review of the Year in Holstein Affairs 


HE past year has recorded continued progress for 
I the Holstein-Friesian breed in all lines, thus justi- 
fying the optimistic forecast of a year ago. The 
situation is actually more favorable than the bare sta- 
tistics show it to be because it is impossible to set down 
concrete figures representing the renewed interest and 
improved morale of breeders of Holsteins generally. In 
spite of continued aggressive measures in cleaning up the 
tuberculosis situation which have resulted in the slaugh- 
tering of many animals and the more widespread practice 
of voluntary selective registration by breeders, the Na- 
tional Association has continued to record a satisfactory 
number of new registrations and transfers of ownership 
and has made still further additions to its surplus ac- 
count during the year. These figures are given in the 
reports of the officers and we will accordingly not repeat 
them here.

with a_ similar. period of the two years preceding. 
The highest average for a sale during the past four 
months is that of the U. S. National Blue Ribbon Sale in 
Wisconsin, where 68 head made an average of $623, the 
5 days of the U. S. National totaling over $100,000. The 
Ohio State Sale on May 3 and 4 in which 95 animals 
made an average of $278.57 is worthy of special mention 
also, as well as the dispersal of the herd of Fred Hart- 
sook in California averaging $265 and the herd of W..R. 
Harper & Sons in Michigan averaging $258.66. During 
this four-month period we have had reports of 22 sales 
held in 10 different states, ranging from New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania through the Middle West to California and 
Oregon.

Heifers from tested dams did not 
make as good an average in 1927 as 
in the similar period of 1926, the 1927 
figures being $161 as against $202 
for 1926. With the number of heifers 
sold, however, a few high priced in- 
dividuals could easily account for 
this difference and the general price 
level, according to our observation, 
has been at least as good as in 1926. 
Heifers under milking age from un- 
tested dams averaged $218 as com- 
pared with an average of $90 in 1926 
and $80 in 1925. One hundred and 
five yearling and bull calves from 
tested dams averaged $283, with a 
$3,600 top. Last year 99 bulls in 
this class averaged $422. Here again 
a few outstanding prices are able to 
influence the general average and 
render it unreliable as to the trend 
of the market. The fact is that young 
bulls have been selling very satis- 
factorily. Young bulls from untested 
dams made’ an average of $110 as 
against $71 for 1926. 

As in previous periods, records 
and record backing have carried a 
substantial premium in sale _ prices, 
cows with records during the past 
four months having sold for an aver- 
age practically 49% higher than for 
cows without records, while heifers 
from tested dams have sold for more 
than 53% better prices than heifers 
from untested dams. Detailed ob- 
servations at the sales however show 
that records alone are not sufficient 
and that the buying public is demand- 
ing type as a first consideration but 
high valuations are set only when 
there is along with that type plenty 
of proven production and breeding of 
demonstrated worth. The public 
sales have continued to be the strong- 
est educational influence to promote 
voluntary selective registration and 
as a guide to breeders in shaping the 
breeding and development policies in 
their herds. 

During the past six or eight months 
there has appeared to be a little 
tendency to over-crowd the sale mar- 
ket in some sections, and while the 
market has absorbed the offerings 
without difficulty, the quality of the 
offerings in some instances has re- 
flected the close picking over of 
available territory by rival sale man- 
agers.

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The Business of the Convention 


} HE Springfield Convention will be an interesting one. 
I That is evident from a reading of the call. The fire- 
works will doubtless center around the resolutions 
offered by F. J. Fishbeck of Michigan to reduce the trans- 
fer fees to one-third of their present amount and to 
abolish the Extension Department. The adoption of 
these resolutions as offered would turn back the clock of 
Holstein progress many years and we are unwilling to 
think that the rank and file of our membership want this 
done for the sake of the few dollars that would be saved 
by any one individual breeder through the lowered trans- 
fer fee. 


In order to form an intelligent opinion as to the de- 
sirability or undesirability of the Fishbeck proposals, it 
might be well to consider first what the immediate effect 
would be upon the finances of the Association. During 
1926 the total receipts from transfers at the scale of 
fees that has been in effect since 1922 amounted to 
$139,521. The whole incomeof the Association from all 
sources for 1926 amounted ‘to $409,402. Under the pro- 
posed reduced fee for transfers the receipts on the basis 
of the number of certificates issued last year would have 
been $46,507, or a reduction in the income of $93,014. 
Thus the whole income of the Association if the new 
scale of fees had been in effect would have been $316,388. 
The whole expense of operating the Association during 
1926 amounted to $385,735.65. The expenses of the Ex- 
tension’ Department, which would be eliminated under 
the Fishbeck proposal, were $83,348.23. Thus the re- 
mainder of the cost of operating the Association, with- 
out any expense for an Extension Department, would be 
$302,387.42. This would leave a balance of income over 
expense of almost exactly $14,000. This is less than the 
item of income received during the past year as interest 
on bond investments and bank balances. 


It is perhaps worth mentioning here that fifteen years 
ago when the membership of this Association was less 
than 5,000 as compared with over 27,000 members today, 
the Literary Committee was getting an appropriation of 
$15,000, or more than the present net income would be 
under the proposed scale of fees, for use in advertising, 
publicity and other breed promotion. Dees it seem 
reasonable to reduce the income of the Association to 
a point where the net income would permit advertising 
and general breed promotion work only upon a scale com- 
parable to the amounts we were expending fifteen years 
ago, when the Association was less than a fifth of its 
present size and when appropriations for advertising and 
every other activity involving the hiring of labor would 
go much farther than they will today? 
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Further, it must not be overlooked that the other 
breeds are very active along extension lines. They are 
carrying on liberal advertising and publicity Programs 
and are putting out large quantities of literature regard. 
ing the merits of their cattle. Two of the other dairy 
breeds have at least five field men each, covering all gap. 
tions of the country and constantly on the job to pro. 
mote their-breed interests. Each of the other three 
dairy breed associations likewise have a young, actiye 
secretary who spends a reasonably large amount of time 
in the field “selling” his breed. Thus the ‘conditions 
prevailing in the dairy field today are in no way com. 
parable with those existing a dozen or fifteen years ago, 
They demand active salesmanship. 

If the Extension Service Department were abolisheg 
and the income of the Association were reduced to a 
point where a negligible amount of money would be 
available for use in promotional effort, we would ask 
what agency might be expected to perform for us the fg. 
lowing worthwhile services now carried on for the bene. 
fit and advancement of the breed as a whole? 

Advertising the merits of the Holstein cow 
through the public press. 

Preparing and circulating nation-wide publicity 
for important events connected with the Holstein 
breed. 

Maintaining booths at fairs and expositions for 
the distribution of breed literature. 

Stimulating and assisting local agencies in pre. 
paring and maintaing suitable booth displays at the 
smaller fairs. 

Preparing and disseminating literature regard- 
ing the merits of the breed. 

Guarding interests of the Holstein cow against 
legislation and ordinances aimed at her product. 

Giving breeders assistance in their milk market- 
ing problems. 

_Fostering the interests of the Holstein breed in 
the promotion of boys and girls club work. 

These activities represent only a part of the work 

which is now being effectively done in behalf of the 
entire industry by the Extension Department. It is dif- 
ficult to assign a definite dollars and cents value to these 
activities, and it is easy, especially when times are hard, 
to get into the way of thinking that money spent. for 
these purposes is thrown away. There is no doubt: but 
that mistakes have been made and money wasted, but 
we have learned from these mistakes, and the Extension 
work of this Association is now on a basis where it is 
performing a worthwhile service to the industry. While 
some breeders may take the position, and the suggestion 
for that position is being very freely offered from sources 
seeking to undermine our Association, that they are get- 
ting no benefit from the Extension work, if it were to 
be summarily discontinued we have no doubt but that 
every breeder would realize that he had lost something by 
that discontinuance. And it would be a loss that the few 
dollars saved through lowered transfer fees would fall 
far short of compensating. 
“Jn one way we are glad to have this question raised 
at this time. We have been operating on the present 
scale of transfer fees for a period of five years and we 
ought to check up at least that often on our policies and 
make sure that they are functioning efficiently and to 
the satisfaction of the membership. The introduction 
of these resolutions will provide an occasion for such a 
stock-taking. Possibly from this some plan may be fig- 
ured out that will effect economies in this and other lines 
of our Association’s activities that will increase efficiency 
and make possible the maintenance of a substantial ex- 
tension program even with reduced fees. It may con- 
ceivably be the case that when it is all over we shall 
have a better appreciation of the value of the Extension 
Service efforts. 

One loophole for attack upon the present plan of oper- 
ation of the Association is the expense and inconvenience 
resulting from the multiple-office arrangement, with the 
Secretary at Brattleboro, Vermont; the Treasurer at 
Cleveland, Ohio; the Advanced Registry office at Dele- 
van, Wisconsin, and the Extension Office in Chicago. 
Those who have delved into the economics of the subject 
are prepared to show where savings of many thousands 
of dollars a year would result from a consolidation of 
all of these offices under one roof. 

Another weakness in our present system, and it is e& 
pecially pertinent in this connection, is the plan of ap 
portionment of a part of the transfer fees back to the 
various state organizations. 
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This sum amounts to about $40,060 a year, and while in 
theory the Board may exercise its discretion as to how 
the money shall be apportioned, in practice the money 
is actually returned to the states having active organiza- 
tions upon the basis of fifty cents for each transfer origi- 
nating in that state. We have never believed that this 
was a sound method of procedure. True it is an easy 
method of maintaining a number of the State organiza- 
tions, but from the standpoint of getting results. for the 
industry, this money would go much farther and be used 
more efficiently if all paid fieldmen were in the direct 
employ of the National Association. With their efforts 
coordinated in a single sound program, a smaller amount 
of money would accomplish more than is being accom- 
plished at present. The states of course would continue 
to maintain their own organizations, but with greatly re- 
duced budgets that could easily be met by a nominal 
membership fee. Boards of Directors of the State Asso- 
ciations would act as an advisory council with the Na- 
tional Extension Service in mapping out policies for the 
work to be done in their territories. We are strongly 
of the opinion that under such an arrangement a greater 
amount of voluntary effort along extension lines would be 
forthcoming, because with a paid man on the job there 
is a very natural tendency to let the man who is getting 
the money do the work. A good-will organization like a 
State Holstein Association cannot operate with permanent 
success without the active cooperation of its members. 

Consolidation of offices of the Association and co- 
ordination of extension activities would enable the Asso- 
ciation to give better service than it is giving now in 
every department and with savings in costs that would 
doubtless permit reductions in the transfer fees and still 
not make necessary any curtailment of extension effort. 
Such an approach to the problem of the transfer fees 
seems more logical to us than the Fishbeck proposals. 
Let us get at the root of our troubles and mend the leaks 
rather than going at them with an axe. 

We hope these matters will be thoroughly discussed 
by the delegates at Springfield. -Mr. Cooper is scheduled 
to lead a discussion on this subject on Tuesday at a 
meeting in which all members and friends of the Hol- 
stein cow, whether delegates to the Convention or not. 
are invited to participate. The Fishbeck resolutions, of 
course, insure further discussion in the Convention. itself. 
We hope that out of this discussion may come a better 
understanding of what the Extension Service is accom- 
plishing. Particularly do we hope that those who are 
not in complete sympathy with the present program will 
speak their minds freely, and that all may come with 
open minds and in a spirit of tolerance for the views of 
the other fellow. The one thing that must not be al- 
lowed to develop from the discussion of this subject is 
internal dissension. No possible benefit from Extension 
activities or from the reduction of fees could counteract 
the harm that would be done the Holstein industry by a 
renewal of the strife that raged during the dying days of 
the old proxy system. 


The other proposals for amendment of the by-laws 
are relatively unimportant. There are two amendments 
offered by James A. Reynolds relative to immature breed- 
ing, which would render ineligible for registry any animal 
whose dam was not at least one year old at time of 
service and whose sire was not at least ten months old 
at time of service. We question the advisability of cum- 
bering the by-laws with provisions that attempt to go 
so definitely into matters of breeding practice and pro- 
cedure. It would be just as logical to argue that im- 
proper feeding was holding back the progress of the 
breed, and to attempt to legislate against timothy hay and 
cornstalks. We think the Association is correct in trying 
to discourage immature breeding, but we do not believe 
it is sound policy to write into our by-laws a lot of ar- 
bitrary rules that will force the Secretary to refuse to 
register desirable animals of unquestioned purity of breed- 
Ing On what might be called minor technicalities, while 
at the same time we are permitting the registration of 
animals that are inferior in quality and not a credit to 
the breed, but which do meet all the requirements as 
— age of parents and regularity of the record through- 


; While we are on this subject, we hope the Convention 
will not fail to take some action by resolution on this 
color question. There is evidence that many breeders 
are far from satisfied with the interpretation which the 
Association is now putting upon the present by-laws with 
respect to colors that bar registration. We have dis-

cussed this matter at some length in recent issues and 
will not go into the details again here, except to say that 
we do not believe the Secretary’s office should continue 
to refuse registration of animals because of having one or 
more black spots next to the hoof, unless the members 
indicate by a vote in the Convention that this is the way 
they want the rules interpreted. We are entirely satisfied 
that it was not the intention of the Association when it 
adopted the present by-laws to have it interpreted as is 
now being done. While there is nothing in the Call to 
bring this subject up for the consideration of the Con- 
vention, it would seem that it could be considered under 
heading Number 27, New Business Not Involving Amend- 
ment of the by-laws. A resolution could easily be 
tramed that would give the Board of Directors and the 
Secretary’s office definite information as to how the mem- 
bership feels regarding the proper interpretation of this 
by-law on color markings. 

The resolution by Albert B. Craig of Pennsylvania re- 
lates to the eligibility of members to serve as delegates. 
The by-laws at present prescribe that only individual 
life members may serve as delegates, thus debarring rep- 
resentatives of partnerships or corporation holding lim- 
ited memberships. The plan of representative govern- 
ment as originally adopted at the special meeting in St. 
Paul, Minnesota in October, 1921, did not make this dis- 
tinction but provided that any member might be eligible 
to serve as a delegate. At the first Convention of the 
Association under the delegate system at Kansas City in 
1922, the by-laws were amended to provide that only 
individual life members would be eligible to serve. The 
principal reason offered for making the change was that 
if officers of corporations or members of firms holding 
limited memberships were eligible to serve as delegates, 
there would be no way to prevent the nomination of sev- 
eral individuals from one firm or corporation, thus vio- 
lating in a sense the democratic arrangement contem- 
plated under the delegate system. Mr. Craig in his pro- 
posed amendment specifies “any one officer of a cor- 
poration or any one member of a firm” as being eligible 
to serve. The point previously made was that if nomi- 
nating petitions were received by the Secretary, con- 
taining the names of more than one officer of a corpora- 
tion or more than one member of a firm, how would it 
be determined which name should be placed on the ballot 
and which would be removed? Until that question can 
be satisfactorily answered, it would seem that the pres- 
ent requirement that every delegate should have shown 
his interest in the Association by taking out an individ- 
ual life membership as the reauirement for eligibility to 
serve as a delegate, might well be continued. The ques- 
tion is worthy of study, however, in the hope of working 
out a solution, because no one questions but that a rep- 
resentative of a limited membership would be as likely 
to have as keen and lively an interest in the welfare of 
the breed and Association as any individual life member. 

Two subjects of particular importance to the industry 
will be considered by the Convention in the reports of 
the committees on Selective and Super Registration and 
the report on the herd test plan referred to the Convention 
by the Board of Directors. 

The committee appointed to study the question of Se- 
lective and Super Registration brings in a report outlining 
a simple plan for the classification of proven sires, based 
largely on the type and production of their daughters of 
milking age. The classifications are so designed as to 
be of the greatest service to breeders in getting recog- 
nition for sires of proven merit that could be secured in 
no other way. In shaping the requirements for the vari- 
ous classes, the Committee aimed for real breed improve- 
ment, rather than the commercial aspects of the sub- 
ject, and kept in mind the interests of the small breeder 
by making the minimum number of daughters to be 
scored well within the reach of the average herd. It 
was felt that this system would be instrumental in dis- 
covering and preserving for the breed the many sires 
of real merit that are in use in the smaller herds and 
which so frequently are slaughtered before their worth is 
recognized. The full report appeared in these columns 
last week. 

It is evident that there is going to be considerable 
difference of opinion in regard to the herd test propo- 
sition. There seems to be no doubt but that such a 
system would be a most valuable agency of selection. 
In some of the states where Cow Testing Association 
work is highly developed, there is a feeling among breed- 
ers that a herd test such as is here proposed would be 
more or less superfluous. Other breeders argue that we 
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already have classifications enough, and that with a few 
changes our present Classification C. would be worth 
more to breeders than a herd test. This classification 
for two-time milking has been little used by breeders 
thus far, although Supt. Gardner reports reviving inter- 
est in it since the offering of prize money for the best 
performances. 

Among resolutions offered by Thomas J. Owens, presi- 
dent of the Washington State Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation is one representing a re-apportionment of the Board 
of Directors to give>the western states greater represen- 
tation. This is a copy of a resolution adopted by the 
Washington State Association. We have never had much 
sympathy with the idea of sectionalizing the Board of 
Directors. We feel that they are not supposed to be on 
the Board to represent any particular section but to rep- 
resent the Holstein-Friesian industry. The western breed- 
ers are to be commended, however, in their desire to have 
a larger place in conducting the affairs of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 

The list of officers to be elected is, President and Vice- 
President and four Directors, the balance of the officers 
being appointed by the Board. President Lowden is round- 
ing out his sixth year at the head of our organization. 
The directors whose terms are expiring are Col. French of 
Iowa, Mr. Vesper of Missouri, Mr. Reynolds of Ohio and 
Mr. Schaefer of Wisconsin.

W. V. U. Buttercup Ona No. 671928, 
a five-year-old Holstein cow bred and 
owned by the West Virginian Univer- 
sity, has just completed a_ record 
which gives her first place among the 
Holstein cows of West Virginia. It 
also gives her the honor of having 
the highest milk record of any cow 
of any breed in West Virginia. Her 
record just completed was 19,884.3 
Ibs. of milk and 656.44 lbs. of butter- 
fat, equivalent to 820.55 lbs. of but- 
ter. Her average butterfat test was 
3.3%. She thus replaces Johan Pot- 
ter Belle which formerly held the 
Holstein state record for milk pro- 
duction with 19,191.4 lbs. of milk, and 
Johan Segis Altominova, which form- 


erly held the Holstein state record in 
butterfat production with 629.3 Ibs. 
of butterfat. Both of these cows are 
owned by L. V. Harner, Morgantown, 
West Virginia.

The same is also true of the Holstein 
milk booth conducted in connection 
with the Pennsylvania Medical Asso- 
ciation meeting. 

This makes a total of 207 Holstein 
booths which were either conducted 
directly by our fieldmen or staged 
cooperatively with the state and 
county organizations. 

Material Provided at Cost 

In order that state and county Hol- 
stein clubs might put up attractive 
booths at minimum cost, we have 
developed a booth service which is 
very helpful. The County Package 
Exhibit has been described above. 
The material which we are able to 
have produced at cost price for our 
clubs is as follows: 

1. Attractive booth backgrounds 
which can be put up in just a few 
minutes, 

2. Holstein banners 36 inches by 18 
feet—used chiefly for placing above 
the cattle and for parades. 

3. “Holsteins for Profit” pennants 
—suitable for booth decorations, ban- 
quet halls, cattle exhibits, floats and 
black-and-white days. 

4. True Type pictures on muslin or 
on paper. 

5. Holstein hats for herdsmen, club 
members and Holstein boosters. 

6. Holstein literature furnished in 
liberal quantities—no charge. 

Our booth work during 1926 was 
increased greatly over 1925. We 
believe that the results from this 
type of work has been most worth 
while. In addition to the booths con- 
ducted our fieldmen have attended a 
great many of the shows and fairs, 
representing the Holstein’ breed, 
assisting in the calf club work, 
judging contests and in a number of 
cases made reports of the fairs to 
the various farm papers and some 
of the weeklies and dailies. 


Vill. BETTER SIRE AND COW 
- «TESTING ASSOCIATIONS 


In every way possible we assisted 
County Agents, Dairy Extension 
Specialists and Railroad Agents in 
the promotion of Cow Testing Assoc- 
iation work and Pure bred Sire Cam- 
paigns. We do rot consider it our 
business to duplicate the work of 
those who are promoting this type 


of work, but to assist wherever help 
is needed. We all realize the great 
value of the pure bred sire ang the 
tremendous importance of the Cow 
Testing Association in raising the 
standard of type and production, 
Purebred Sire Promotion 


The “Purebred Sire Chart” ig jp 
constant demand by those who are 
putting on the Better Sire Campaigns, 
This chart contains the story of the 
Ames Agricultural College Eperiment 
in raising the production on commog 
scrub cattle by use of the purebreg 
bull. Our records show that 1,210 of 
these charts were sént out for this 
purpose during the year and were 
displayed in creameries, banks, storeg 
and other places. 

“The Purpose of the Purebred,” a 
little leaflet telling the story of the 
Ames Agricultural College Experiment 
many cases by creameries and banks, 
They use this leaflet chiefly for 
inclosing with statements and cream 
checks. A total of 28,522 copies wag - 
distributed in 1926. 

“The Better Sire Manual” is called 
for chiefly by Dairy Specialists ang 
County Agents and this manual 
includes the best advice on organiza- 
tion of Purebred Bull Associations, 
financing, feeding and care. A total 
of 6,101 copies of this manual wag 
distributed for this purpose. 

(a) Purebred Sire Trains 


We cooperated with two railroads, 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Erie 
during the year in Purebred Sire 
trains. In both cases we supplied 
plenty of literature and our True 
Type Models. In cooperation with 
the Pennsylvania, Maryland and Ohio 
state associations a Holstein repre 
sentative was present over both 
train schedules. On the B. & 0. 
train twenty Holstein bulls were sold 
at an average price of $130.00. 


(b) Cow Testing Association 


“The Cow Testing Association 
Manual” is in great demand by the 
supervisors of cow testing association 
work, by cow testers and the Dairy 
Specialists. We find that 5,636 copies 
were distributed for use in this con 
nection. The cow testing association 
supervisors, in most cases, send te 
us their monthly reports, and from 
these reports we are able to send out 
a number of stories showing the 
supremacy of the Holstein in the 
average farm herd. Our fieldmet 
assisted in the organization of these 
associations wherever possible. 


(c) The Film, “Johnathan Barr’s 
Conversion” 
“Johnathan Barr’s Conversion” has 


always been a very interesting 
moving picture film. The six sets 


are in constant circulation and are ~ 
used by at least twelve different © 


agencies in promoting both Bette? 
Sire and Cow Testing work. Thé © 
story in the film is extremely inte™ 
esting and appeals to practically any 
audience.

1X. COOPERATION WITH AGRI- 
CULTURAL HIGH SCHOOLS 


There are approximately 2,500 agri- 
cultural high schools in the United 
States engaged in the teaching of 
dairying to the farm boys and girls. 
The majority of these schools are 
vocational, operating under the 
Smith-Hughes act. These schools are 
under the diréction of the Vocational 
Education Division at Washington, 
and in each state a supervisor is in 
charge. 

Through the courtesy of the super- 
visors in charge, we are furnished 
lists of the instuctors. This group 
forms an important one in our work 
and considerable literature, especially 
that of type and production nature, 
was distributed. 

We assisted this large group in 
their judging contests at several of 
the larger shows and awarded true 
type medals to the best Holstein 
judges at the National Dairy Show. 


X. CONTINUATION OF TRUE 
’ TYPE WORK 
The True Type work, known to all 
of our breeders and which had its 
beginning in_1923, bas continued to 
be of .great interest to breeders and 


others during 1926. We still find 
pictures of our True Type animals 
displayed in numerous places all over 
the United States. The large muslin 
pictures, which were furnished to 
county agents and other’ Extension 
workers, occupy prominent places in 
their offices and many banks give 
these pictures prominence, especially 
in the rural sections. As an evidence 
of the interest in the pictures, we find 
that over 42,000 copies of the small 
true type cow and over 23,000 copies 
of the small true type bull were dis- 
tributed during 1926 to students, calf 
club members, breeders and many 
others. True Type literature is in 
great demand by _ colleges, high 


‘schools and Extension workers of all 


classes. During the year 9,908 Judg- 
ing Manuals and 15,709 Score Cards 
were distributed. 


One hundred and sixty-seven pairs 
of the large True Type pictures were 
sent out during the year. We were 
called on from time to time to replace 
sets which have for some reason or 
other disappeared from their former 
locations in the numerous Extension 
and educational offices. 


The True Type.models continue to

be..used...in .our...colleges..ang other” 
institutions. The Board of Directors 
authorized us to have ten additional « 
pairs of the models made and the 
order. for these was placed with thé 
sculptor in- November. 

We find that the models are dig: 

tributed in the United States, Canada * 
Alaska, Chile, Japan, England ° 
Hawaii, Holland,- New Zealand and 
Porto Rico. This would _ indicate 
that the True Type is being studied 
and adopted as the correct Holstejy 
type in several countries outside of 
our own. 

A report of the use of our True 

Type models is as follows: 

1. Forty-five colleges or institutions 
report using the models _ fop 
student class-room instruction, 
Eight colleges report using our 
models at Farmers’ Short 
Courses. 

3. Five colleges used the models at 
fairs held in the immediate 
vicinity of the college. 

. Twelve colleges used them at 
lectures and school judging con. 
tests. 

5. Seventeen colleges have used 
them in dairy exhibits, plays and 
other events. 

. These models were displayed on 
the Cow and Hen Special, operat- 
ed by the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad over their lines 
in Nebraska. Seventy-two stops 
were made and 117,204 people 
passed through the train, view- 
ing the exhibits. 

. Incident to giving publicity to 
the Wisconsin Little International 
the models were displayed with 
cups and other trophies in a 
show window of the Park Hotel, 
Madison, Wis.

MORE COUNTIES FREED OF 
BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS 

A new official order of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, adds four 
counties and several parts of coun- 
ties to the extensive area already 
freed from bovine tuberculosis. The 
new counties are Knox County, In- 
diana; Hartnett County, North Caro- 
lina; Lawrence County, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Shelby County, Tennesee. 
Besides these new areas the Govern- 
ment recognizes also, as modified ac- 
credited areas, parts of three coun- 
ties in the State of Vermont. The 
areas which have earned this recog- 
nition are that part of Washington 
County included in the town of Ber- 
lin, the part of Lamoille County in- 
cluded in the town of Johnson, and 
the part of Caledonia County in- 
cluded in the ton of Peacham. 

The bureau has also reaccredited 
other areas for an additional period 
of three years following completion of 
necessary tests. The reaccredited 
areas are Stanly and S‘okes Counties 
in North Carolina, and Ohio County 
in Indiana. 

To obtain the recognition men- 
tioned, the cattle of an area must be 
tested for tuberculosis by a State or 
Federal veterinarian and the result 
of the test must show not more than 
one-half of 1 per cent reactors, such 
animals, if any, being promptly dis- 
posed of by slaughter. The total num- 
ber of counties in the United States 
on the modified accredited list is now 
306.

TIONAL

1. We attended the annual meetings 
of over half of the state associa- 
tions and assisted them in plan- 
ning their programs of work. 

. We published from time to time 
during the year a State Secre- 
taries’ News Letter which carried 
news of a general nature to the 
states and they, in turn, supplied 
our office with news originating 
in their respective states. 

. We referred all the inquiries for 
cattle to the state association 
secretaries and they took the 
matter up with the breeders in 
order to supply this demand. 
We attended a number of the 
summer meetings of state associ- 
ations and assisted at such meet- 
ings in the judging contests, dem- 
onstrations and general program. 

. We worked cooperatively with 
the states in respect to the calf 
clubs, assisting them in putting 
on calf club tours and demonstra- 
tions and cooperated with the 
states in bringing boys and girls 


and their calves to the National - 


Dairy Show. 

. We supplied a great deal of 
material to the states for putting 
on booths at their various fairs 
and assisted several of the states 
in the conducting of the booths. 
We combined our efforts with 
the state organizations in dis- 
tributing literature where it would 
be of the most value. 

. We cooperated with three states 
in having our representatives and 
literature on purebred sire trains. 

. We brought a number of the state 
secretaries together at the 
National Dairy Show for the 
purpose of holding a conference 
and = discussing our mutual 
problems. 

Transfer Fees Apportioned Back to 


States 

Those states which were duly 
organized and properly functioning in 
an Extension way were allowed, if 
they chose, to apply for their amount 
of transfer fee appartionments, which 
amounted to 50 cents for each trans- 
fer made within the state. States 
eligible and applying for this money 
were offered two arrangements. 

First—The Agreement Plan. Accord- 
ing to this plan the states received 
their apportionment of transfer fees 
and used it in carrying on legitimate 
Extension work within the state. 
This money was paid to the states 
upon presentation of proper vouchers. 

Second—The Cooperative Agree- 
ment plan whereby fieldwork was 
carried on directly by the Extension 
Service, and the transfer’ fees 
returned to the Extension Service to 
apply toward salary and expenses of 
the man who worked within that state 
or territory.

man out in the field must play a mogt 
important part. 

Only two men can be classed strict. 
ly as fieldmen. One is Mr. R. & 
Everly, known as our Northwest Rep. 
resentative. His chief territory com. 
prises Washington, Oregon, Idaho and 
Utah but he also works in other 
Western states. The other is Mr 
Allen N. Crissey, known as our East. 
ern Representative. His territory 
comprises New England and seyep 
other Eastern states. These two mep 
are stationed in the West and Bast 
respectively to save time and ex. 
pense and in order to be more clogely 
in touch with conditions. ; 

From the Chicago office three mep 
give a portion of their time to gen. 
eral field work. Mr. W. B. Barney 
and Mr. E. M. Clark spend practically 
sixty per cent of their time in this 
manner, while Mr. Earl J. Cooper, 
who directs the Extension Service, 
gives about thirty-five per cent of his 
time to field activities. 

What Do Fieldmen Do? 

This question is sometimes asked 
by those who have not been in per- 
sonal touch with field work. For ex- 
ample, it is comparatively easy to 
turn to our calf club report and pick 
out the actual results. .When you do 
this just remember, however, that the 
fieldmen helped to make this report 
possible by enrolling members, find- 
ing good calves, visiting the young 
people and raising money for their 
prizes. 

A similar analysis of the fieldmen’s 
activities might be made in connec- 
tion with any other project. To sum 
up the answer to the question, “What 
do fieldmen do?” we might answer as 
follows: 

“The Extension fieldman con- 
stitutes the personal connecting 
link between our Association and 
the many other Extension forces 
and reaches directly those men 
who -are Holstein breeders. or 
prospective breeders.” 

Field Activities As Shown By Weekly 

Field Reports 

1. During 1926 our fieldmen attended 
and addressed 184 meetings with a 
total attendance of 36,000 people. The 
nature of the meetings varied, of 
course, a great deal, but in the main 
were held in connection with county 
and state association gatherings, 
meetings at the colleges of agricul 
ture of the respective states, meet- 
ings with local breed units, boys and 
girls calf club gatherings, state dairy 
conventions, chambers of commerce, 
bankers’ meetings, etc. 

There is a great deal of value fn 
having Holstein fieldmen present at 
such events. It puts us in contact 
with all types of extension workers, 
business men, breeders and friends in 
general of the dairy industry and, in 
addition, helps these men to carry 
on their programs of work. We, as 
fieldmen, are able to adopt an atti- 
tude when talking to such groups 
rather different from that of the 
Dairy Extension Specialist whose 
business is, of course, to promote all 
breeds. 

2. During the year we had a total 
of 671 conferences reported by the 
field workers. Conferences differ 
from meetings in that they are held

with smaller groups. Plans are made 
for advancing the work in _ confer- 
ences which cannot be carried out in 
a larger meeting. Some of the groups 
with whom conferences are held are 
banker committees, county agents, 
boys and girls club agents, commis- 
sioners of agriculture, ugricultural in- 
structors, fair officials and officers of 
state, county and local associations. 
Much help is given in individual cases 
with respect to our breed and this 
form of Extension effort has been 
very fruitful. 

3. A total number of 293 farm 
visits has been reported. These are 
often necessary when planning pure 
bred sire campaigns, cow testing as- 
sociations and. calf clubs. Our field- 
men also go to breeders’ farms to 
give advice on selection, breeding, 
feeding and showing problems. They 
help select, in many instances, the 
right cattle for exhibits; they help to 
straighten out registration and trans- 
fer papers and sometimes give ad- 
vice on milk production problems. 

4. In numerous cases our fieldmen 
have been active in bringing buyers 
and sellers together. This has been 
especially true of our Northwest field 
worker, Mr. Everly. In the newer 
agricultural sections credit arrange- 
ments have been made for the 
farmers. 

5. Many inquiries for cattle have 
been referred to the state and county 
secretaries. 

6. Conducted 15 Holstein booths of 
major nature and assisted with booths 
at many smaller fairs. (See Booth 
Report.) 

7. Assisted in over 50 Holstein and 
calf club tours and summer picnics, 
giving True Type demonstrations, as- 
sisting with judging contests and de- 
livery dairy talks.” 

8. Assisted several state, county 
and local associations in putting on 
quality Holstein sales. 

9. Assisted with several milk sur- 
veys and compaigns. (See Milk Mar- 
ket Report.) Mr. Crissey spent 20 
per cent of his time in connection 
with Philadelphia Milk Situation. 

10. Constantly advised by letter 
and conference the state and county 
associations in formulating and con- 
ducting local extension programs. 

11. Attended meetings of allied 
dairy interests, such as State Dairy- 
men Associations, creamery’ and 
cheese federations, dairy and food 
cofiventions, American Dairy Feder-

ation and American Dairy Science 


Association. 

12. Wrote many letters to indi- 
vidual breeders, giving advice on se- 
lection, feeding, breeding and other 
dairy problems. 

In concluding this report we wish 
to sincerely thank the Officers, Di- 
rectors and mmbership for the splen- 
did cooperation given during 1926. 
Special thanks are due to both Sec- 
retary Houghton and Superintendent 
Gardner for the excellent manner in 
which they have kept us in touch with 
the activities of their respective of- 
fices. The purpose of all has been 
the same and we believe that sub- 
stantial progress was made during 
the year in advancing and keeping 
the great Holstein-Friesian cow 
“Foremost.”

In the monthly report of the Ya- 
kima County Cow Testing Association 
for the month of March shows that 
there was a total of 526 cows tested 
during the month, the high cow a 
pure bred Holstein owned by N. H. 
Paul of Mabton. produced 2,340 Ibs. 
of milk, 79.6 lbs. butterfat. Mr. Paul 
had the high producing herd for the 
month with an average production of 
42.4 lbs. butterfat. The average pro- 
duction per herd was 29.8 Ibs. fat. 
There were 79 cows produced over 
40 lbs. butterfat, and 29 cows over 50 
lbs. 

In the list of high producing cows 
in classes of ages the eight highest 
mature cows were all Holsteins with 
an average production of 1,825 Ibs. of 

‘ milk containing 64.4 lbs. butterfat. 
In the four-year-old class the five 
highest cows were Holsteins with an 
average production of 1,716.1 lbs. of 
milk containing 59.44 lbs. butterfat. 
In the three-year-old class the four 
highest cows were Holsteins with an 
average production of 1,389.4 lbs. of 
milk containing 49.23 Ibs. butterfat. 
In the two-year-old class, three of the 
five high cows were Holsteins with 
an average production of 1,240 Ibs.

terfat. For the whole Association the 
summary shows that the average pro- 
duction of 848 lbs. of milk containing 
29.8 lbs. butterfat, at an average feed 
cost of $7.69.
